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TWO ALLEGED 

CONFIDENCE MEN 

ARE ARRESTED 

Accused of Robbing One Man and At¬ 
tempting to Rob Another Near Colma 
-—Taken to Redwood City 


PICNIC THE TALK OF 


With the arrest here last Tuesday of 
two confidence men, B. S. Snell and J. 
B. Edmund, there was broken up one 
of the cleverest easy-money games that 
has been operated in this county. 
Timothy Hefferman of Providence, It. 
I., on Monday was fleeced out of $48. 
He appealed to the local officers, who 
Tuesday lay in wait for the men at the 
place Hefferman was robbed. They 
did not wait long before the two 
crooks arrived with another victim and 
were immediately placed under arrest. 

Hefferman says that as he was walk¬ 
ing up Market street, in San Francisco, 
on Monday, near Seventh street he was 
approached by Snell, natty in appear¬ 
ance, with a camera slung over his 
shoulder and bearing all the earmakrs 
of a tourist. Snell politely asked the 
man from Rhode Island if he could 
direct him to the Cliff' House. Heffer¬ 
man replied that he, too, was a visitor 
to the city, and although he did not 
know where the Cliff House was, he 
wished to visit it. 

Snell suggested that as they were 
both bent upon visiting the same place, 
they go together, and he agreed. Draw¬ 
ing a small book from his pocket, 
ostensibly a city directory, Snell con¬ 
sulted it, and then informed Heffer¬ 
man that they would have to go to 
Mission street, where they could get a 
car that would take them directly to 
the Cliff House. 

They took this car, and when it 
reached Woodlawn Cemetery the 
agreeable Snell suggested that they 
alight and “see the new airship on the 
hill”. They left the car and were 
presently approached by Edmund, an 
old man, who volunteered to show 
them “where the airship was going 
up.” 

On the way Snell related his experi¬ 
ence in a certain place in the city the 
night before, detailing how he lost 
some money on a new game, and to 
illustrate further to Hefferman and 
Edmund, asked the former to lend 
him some money with which to 
demonstrate the new game. Heffer¬ 
man handed him $8. When it had 
been “explained” Edmund refused to 
return the money, claiming that he 
had won it, became very angry and 
threatened to have the pair arrested for 
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trying to “cheat him”. Then he stalk¬ 
ed away, righteously indignant. 

No sooner had Edmund departed 
than Snell mysteriously abstracted $40 
more from Hefterman’s pocket with¬ 
out the latter being aware of it. Snell 
then informed Hefferman that he had 
better say nothing about the $8, as Ed¬ 
mund had gone for a policeman. The 
man from Rhode Island was not to be 
put off so easily and when he protested 
Snell threatened to have him arrested, 
and accordingly called to two men 
who represented themselves to be 
policemen. 

The latter told Hefferman that he 
had better go along about his business, 
or they would throw him into jail. He 
protested at first, but realizing that 
they were part of the band of crooks, 
he demanded their badges of authority. 
The two “policemen” then became ex¬ 
cessively abusive, threatened all kinds 
of violence and succeeded in making 
their getaway. 

Hefferman went to Deputy Sheriff 
Emil Daneri and City Marshal Henry 
Kneese, to whom he told his tale of 
woe. These officers accompanied him 
to the place where he had been robbed, 
and concealed themselves in the bushes. 
They didn’t have long to wait. 

Soon the “agreeable” Snell was seen 
approaching the spot with another in¬ 
tended victim. Edmund also appear¬ 
ed on the scene, and the officers placed 
the crooks under arrest. They were 
brought to this city and appeared be¬ 
fore Justice McSweeney, who admitted 
them to bail in the sum of $1000 each, 
which they failed t/o obtain and were 
taken to the County Jail at Redwood 
City. 

On the way to the lockup, Edmund 
returned to Hefferman the $40 that 
Snell, who gave the name of Clarke, 
had taken from him the day before. 

The second victim was a man named 
Beauregard, a late arrival from Con¬ 
necticut. ljuckily Edmund and Snell 
were captured before he lost any 
money. Beauregard had gone to Port¬ 
land, Oregon, but stated before he left 
that he would appear in court when 
wanted to aid in the prosecution. 

Judge McSweeney set Thursday, at 
2 p. m., the date for trial. 

Edmund Held to Answer. 

J. B. Edmund, one of the men alleg¬ 
ed to have robbed young Hefferman, 
appeared before J ustice McSweeney on 
Thursday for preliminary examination. 

Edmund was defended by Attor¬ 
neys W. T. Hume and J. F. Watts of 
San Francisco and Attorney J. T. 
O’Keefe of Redwood City. 

The people were represented by Dis¬ 
trict Attorney J. J. Bullock. 

T. Hefferman, the young man who 
lately arrived from Providence, Rhode 
Island, who claimed to have been 
robbed of $40 by Edmund, wgs the 
first witness sworn. He said he had 
been working in the woods at Marsh¬ 
field, Oregon, lately; had about $60 
when he arrived in San Francisco on 
Friday, August 18th; was in the city 
on Monday when a stranger approach¬ 
ed him and asked where the Cliff 
House was located; answered he did 
not know, as he was a stranger in the 
city; the stranger then took out a 
pocket book and looked it over and 
j then told him that they could get to 
the Cliff House by taking a Mission 
street car, which they did; while rid-

Considerable routine business was 
disposed of by the County Board of 
Supervisors at Redwood City last Mon¬ 
day. 

T. B. Adams was perm itted to trans¬ 
fer his saloon license to do business at 
San Pedro Terrace to Vista Grande. 

A communication from E. Ted 
Thompson of Redwood City asking 
for a share of the county’s fire insur¬ 
ance was filed. 

A communication was received from 
the State Board of Equalization stating 
that the board would hold a meeting 
in the Supervisors’ room in San Fran* 
cisco on Thursday, August 19th, to 
raise San Mateo County’s assessment, 
and also stating that objections to 
raising such assessments could be 
made at that time. 

The members of the board were ap¬ 
pointed a committee to act in con¬ 
junction with Assessor Hayward in 
looking after the interests of this 
county before the State Board of 
Equalization. 

A communication was received from 
the Women’s Club of San Mateo ask¬ 
ing the Board to appoint a probation 
officer and assistants for San Mateo 
County, in accordance with a legisla¬ 
tive Act approved March 8, 1909. It 
was also recommended that a juvenile 
court judge be appointed by Superior 
Judge Buck to try all cases of delin¬ 
quency. 

The communication was referred to 
Superior Judge Buck. 

Bids were opened for the purchase 
of Montara and Portola school dis¬ 
tricts bonds. The highest bidder in 
both cases was the firm of Jas. H. 
Adams & Co. of Los Angeles, who 
bid as follows: 

For Portola District—Bonds, $4,000; 
Par, accrued interest and $263.50. 

For Montana District—Bonds, $16,- 
000; Par, accrued interest and $3001. 

Upon the recommendation of Su¬ 
perintendent Schools Cloud the appli¬ 
cation of Purissima school district for 
a special lax levy to raise $250 was re¬ 
ferred to the County Auditor to be in¬ 
cluded in the tax estimate. 

A similar request was received from 
the South San Francisco school dis¬ 
trict. No action was taken, Chair¬ 
man McEvoy ruling that the applica¬ 
tion being an oral one, no action could 
be taken. A written application will 
be made at the next meeting of the 1 
board. 

The local school district, formerly 
under the name of San Bruno school 
district, was changed to the name 
South San Francisco school district, 

John Q,uan of this city was granted 
an allowance of $8 per month from 
the indigent fund, upon motion of 
Supervisor Casey. 

Mrs. H. Madden, of San Bruno, 
complained of the presence of a ditch 
in front of her property, which made ' 
it impossible to construct a sidewalk 
there. 

Supervisor Casey promised to inves¬ 
tigate thi matter as soon as he could 
secure the services of the surveyor. 

Attorney Henry Ward Brown pre¬ 
sented a petiton signed by R.S. Thorn¬ 
ton and thirty-seven other residents of 
Jeffersonschool district, asking that that 
territory be formed into a lighting dis¬ 
trict to be known as the Colma Light¬ 
ing District, for the purpose of install-* 
ing and maintaining lights on the 
roads and highways within said dis¬ 


trict, the description of which wa 
fully set forth in the petition. 

Mr. Brown was sworn and testified 
that he had personally witnessed all 
of the signatures on the petition and 
that all were genuine and voluntary. 
The population of the proposed dis¬ 
trict was between 5000 and 10,000. The 
proposed district includes Colma, 
Hillcrest, Vista Grande and theCrock- 
er Tract, all in the First Township. 

R. 8. Thornton swore that all of 
the signatures were taxpayers and 
residents within the district described. 

Assessor Hayward gave similar tes¬ 
timony under oath. 

Attorney Brown presented a resolu- 
lion which was introduced by Francis 
and adopted, accepting the petition 
for the formation of the Colma Light¬ 
ing District, and fixing September 7th 
as the day on which an election shall 
be held to vote on the proposition. 
Polls are held at J. W. Johnson’s 
blacksmith shop, and the following 
officers are to conduct said election: 
Inspector, Nicholas Fuchs; Judge, 
Louis Lagomarsino; Clerk, Geo. W. 
Savage. 

A resolution accepting the petition 
of residents of San Bruno Park for the 
formation of lighting district to in¬ 
clude that school district, was adopted 
on motion of Casey and* fixing Sep¬ 
tember 7th as the date on which the 
election shall be held at the town Hall. 
The following officers will conduct 
said election; Inspector, I). J. Lynch; 
Judge, A. A. Green; Clerk, W. W. 
Linesba. 

Architect Allen presented plans for 
raising the courthouse dome twenty 
feet and recommended that as the 
O’Brien Company would not permit 
a second contractor to go on the build¬ 
ing, a committee be appointed to as¬ 
certain the actual cost of the work, 
which figures could be presented to 
the O’Brien Company for their ac¬ 
ceptance. 

Mr. Nealon, representing the con¬ 
tractors, affirmed the statement that 
his company could not permit another 
contractor to complete a portion of the 
building. 

On motion of Francis, seconded by 
Blackburn, the chairman was author¬ 
ized to appoint three members, includ¬ 
ing himself, to secure estimates of the 
work. 

The chairman appointed the follow¬ 
ing committee: Francis, Blackburn 
and McEvoy. 

The complaint of certain San Bruno 
residents regarding the Safi Bruno 
flume was laid over for one month.

SELLING OSAGE LANDS 


Oklahoma’s Last Indian Reserva¬ 
tion Opened to Settlers. 


GREAT NATIVE WILDERNESS. 


Picturesque Hills and Prairies of the 
Osage Country Allotted In Severalty 
and Thereby Opened to the Influx of 
the White Man—How the Land May 
Be Sold. 

If there are persons who love the 
Osage Indian reservation for its 
streams, its hills, its forests and its 
broad prairies and feel the charm of 
its history and traditions and look 
upon it as almost the last remaining 
expanse of native wilderness, they 
should hasten to look upon it, as the 
old things and the old ways are soon 
to vanish forever. The lands, to which 
the Osages have fee simple title, have 
finally been allotted in severalty and 
each Osage citizen has been given title 
to his allotment. 

Old Villages Still In Use. 

This does not mean that the Osages 
have abandoned their village camp life 
and are living on their individual lands. 
As a matter of fact the Osage lands 
generally are lying wild as they have 
since the beginning of time. Allot¬ 
ment, however, means the incoming of 
the white farmer with his industry 
and the turning of the grass grown, 
flower strewn acres into productive 
fields. Such lands as the Osage citizen 
cannot sell he will rent, and to that 
extent the entire reservation will be 
placed within reach of the white man. 

There are 2,230 certified allottees in 
the Osage tribe, of which any one who 
failed to get his share of lands will be 
paid an equivalent in money. Each 
Osage has 657 acres of land. At first 
he was allowed to make three sepa¬ 
rate selections of 160 acres, any one of 
Yvhich he was permitted to designate 
as his homestead, to be inalienable for 
twenty-five years. Then he took a 
fourth selection of 160 acres ,or a total 
of 640. 

After the bestowal of all these riches 
it was found that there still remained 
untaken land of which the allotment 
commission made a per capita distri¬ 
bution amounting to seventeen acres. 

Already white men are gathering on 
the horizon of the Osage country to 
spy out its resources and possibilities 
and real estate agents are opening of¬ 
fices in the different towns to engage 
in land traffic. It will be possible for 
an Osage citizen to sell all his land 
save his 160 acre homestead under 
certain conditions. He may rent all 
his land for grazing or agricultural 
purposes. The sale of his surplus land 
or that in excess of his homestead and 
amounting to 497 acres will be per¬ 
mitted in two ways.

TO PROTECT OREGON CAVES. 


President Taft Makes Marble Grottoes 
a National Moniment. 

President Taft recently signed a 
proclamation making a national monu¬ 
ment of the Oregon caves or “marble 
halls” of Josephine county, in south¬ 
ern Oregon. These natural wonders 
are located in the Siskiyou national 
forest, about thirty miles south of 
Grant’s pass, in Cave mountain. 

The caves are in marble and other 
limestones and consist of innumerable 
caverns, corridors and passageways of 
various sizes, all of them decorated 
beyond description in crystallized car¬ 
bonates. They have been explored to 
a distance of two miles or more, the 
lowest of them being at a depth of 
about 2,000 feet below the summit of 
Cave mountain, the highest beiug some 
700 or 800 feet above it. There are 
many passageways and rooms which 
have neY’er been opened, and with 
these distant and unexplored openings 
the magnitude of the Oregon caves is 
practically unknown. 

These natural wonders were discov¬ 
ered in 1874 by Elijah Davidson while 
bear hunting, and the greater part of 
the exploration work was done by F. 
M. Nickerson of Kerby, Ore., in 1877, 
when four floors of leY T els were par¬ 
tially opened. Many of the old ladders 
used at that time are still in use. 

Cave mountain, the peak which con¬ 
tains these caves, rises to an elevation 
of about 6,000 feet and is of limestone 
formation. The main openings around 
which the national monument has 
been created are at an elevation of 
4,000 feet, but the entire mountain side 
for five or six miles shows caverns of 
various sizes and in all probability is 
honeycombed throughout its interior 
like the portion which has been ex¬ 
plored. Many small streams are found 
at different elevations and ^ larger 
bodies of running water can be heard 
in bottomless pits, so far as measured. 
This running water probably accounts 
for currents of wind that in some of 
the galleries blow so hard as to ex¬ 
tinguish an open light at once. 

The lime deposits take many beauti¬ 
ful forms—massive pillars, delicate 
stalactites of alabaster whiteness with 
the crystal drop of water carrying its 
minute deposit of lime from which 
they are formed, and broad sheets re¬ 
sembling drapery with graceful curves 
and waves that were certainly made 
by varying currents of wind during 
formation. 

In past years visitors have broken 
off and carried away many of the most 
valuable specimens, and this destruc¬ 
tion, as well as to retain these natural 
wonders as public property, induced 
the recommendation to place them in a 
national monument. 


A Mammoth Pie. 

The anual pumpkin festival at Cres- 
ton, la., has been fixed for Sept. 22 
and 23, when the city will be deco¬ 
rated in yellow and gold and the menu 
will be ^pumpkin pies “like mother 
used to make.” A single pumpkin pie 
five feet across and six and one-half 
feet long will be cut on the second 
day of the festival for honored guests.

PETITION BEING 
LAR6EIY SI6NED 

The Good Roads petition to the San 
Mateo County Board of Supervisors, 
asking that body to fix a date for a 
special election at which voters can 
signify their wishes as to whether this 
county shall be bonded for a sufficient 
sum to build modern roads, under the 
provisions of a Highway Act adopted 
by the Legislature of 1907, which has 
been circulated during the past week 
in this city, has been signed by nearly 
100 freeholders. 

The people of this locality are enthu¬ 
siastic over the prospects of the build¬ 
ing of several modern roads in this 
county, and are showing their good 
faith in the matter by signing their 
names voluntarily. 

Next week the petition, which is one 
paper, will be circulated in San Mateo, 
Redwood City and other parts of the 
county to follow later. 

The law requires that the petition be 
signed by a number of freeholders 
equal to 10 per cent of the total vote 
for Governor in this county at the last 
State election, which was3342, thereby 
making it necessary to obtain at least 
335 signers to the petition. It is ex¬ 
pected that double that number can be 
obtained with very little trouble. 

The petition will be presented to the 
Board of Supervisors on Monday, 
September 20th next.

ing in the car the stranger stated that 
some balloons w ere going up and asked 
him if he would like to see them; stat¬ 
ed he would; stranger then said they 
could get off the car and see the air¬ 
ships and then take a later car to the 
Cliff House; on arriving at a bridge on 
the Mission road, near the Italian 
Cemetery, they alighted from the car, 
when they met Edmund, who was 
asked by the stranger to show them 
where the balloons were to go up; Ed¬ 
mund escorted them a few yards from 
the road, and soon complained that he 
had been robbed in a gambling den in 
San Francisco the night before, and 
that he did not know how it was done; 
the stranger who accompanied Hefler- 
man then offered to show Edmund 
how he was robbed, and asked him 
(Hefferman) to loan him $8; the 
stranger and Edmund then matched 
coins; in a few minutes Edmund ex¬ 
citedly charged Hefferman and the 
stranger with robbing him; both men 
then grabbed Hefferman, when the 
stranger told Hefferman he had better 
get away as quick as he could as Ed¬ 
mund was going after an officer to 
have them arrested.

NEW ELECTRIC^ 
RAILWAYS FOR 
THIS SECTION 

That an important movement is be¬ 
ing made to extend San Francisco car 

lines down the Peninsula through San 

% 

Mateo County and of course by way of 
this city, is gleaned from the following 
article taken from the San Francisco 
Chronicle of Wednesday last:— 

That a new electric railway system 
has been laid out for San Francisco 
and the peninsula was discovered yes¬ 
terday when the description of the 
properties conveyed by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Electric Railways Company in a 
deed of trust to the Union Trust Com¬ 
pany appeared in the abstract from 
records of the city and county. 

The properties transferred in trust 
include the Parkside Electric Railway 
system and franchises, running from 
H street, south of Golden Gate Park, 
through the Sunset district, out to the 
ocean beach along Ocean Avenue. 
From the southern end of the city a 
strip of land extending from Ocean 
View across Mission road at the Crocker 
Tract, near the county line, where the 
land for the right of way for the new 
railway runs in a general easterly 
direction through the lands of the 
Crocker Estate Company at Amazon 
street, and thence through the lands of 
the Dimond Estate Company, twenty- 
two feet wide, partly in San Francisco 
and partly in San Mateo county, to 
San Bruno Avenue; thence through a 
right of way in the property of Mrs. 
Eleanor Martin and others. Also a 
franchise on Mission street to Onon¬ 
daga avenue, where the present electric 
line runs to Ingleside and to Ocean 
avenue westerly. 

The rights of way through lands held 
in private ownership were given, it is 
understood, in consideration of the 
electric street railway being constructed 
within a certain time, especially from 
Mission street through the Crocker 
Tract and the Dimond and Martin 
Tracts to Visitacion Valley. At 
Mission street that part of the new 
railroad connects with the Mission- 
street line, whence connection is made 
with the Ingleside and Parkside terri¬ 
tory. The line crosses the boundary of 
the counties of San Francisco and San 
Mateo between Mission street and the 
San Bruno road, and turns back again 
to the Visitacion Valley. 

Where it crosses the county line it 
gives opportunity for a new extension 
into San Mateo county, which is not 
possible under the francises on San 
B # runo avenue or Kentucky-street ex¬ 
tension to Visitacion, because the 
franchise stops at a point twenty feet 
north of the county line, the super¬ 
visors who passed that franchise hav¬ 
ing made up their minds not to give 
the street railway company a chance 
to cross the line. 

The bond mortgage also includes 
other properties. It is for a sum of 
$10,000,000, which is to be underwrit¬ 
ten by the Union Trust Company and 
the money provided as it is needed for 
building and equipping the lines of 
the new system. 

Details of this deal are withheld, 
but enough was learned yesterday to 
warrant the belief that it is the inten¬ 
tion of its promoters to build a system 
of electric railways down the peninsula. 
The statement was made that the 
$10,000,000 will be employed in extend¬ 
ing the electric street railways in the 
city, and in general bettei meats of the 
existing system. The United Rail¬ 
roads virtually absorbs the San Fran¬ 
cisco Electric Railways, according to 
information received yesterday.

OIL AND GAS

.Santa Rosa, Aug. 17th.—Some

Customs Collector’s Force to 
Seize Smugglers at New York. 


SEVERAL HAVE BEEN CAUGHT 


Forty-eight Piers Are Watched Night 

and Day to Prevent Smuggling In of 

Contraband Goods—Colonel W. Lutz, 

Commander, Has Two Hundred and 

Seventy-five Men on Duty. 

Every pier of New York city at 
which is tied a vessel containing duti¬ 
able goods is being watched night and 
day by a new federal police force to 
apprehend smugglers. This force was 
organized a few days ago as the out¬ 
come of Collector William Loeb’s de¬ 
termination to stop leaks in the collec¬ 
tion of customs revenue. Within six 
days an average of two smugglers a 
night were detected and the goods 
they sought to sneak through free of 
duty confiscated. 

There are 275 men in the new force. 
Colonel W. Lutz, former chief of the 
insular police force of Porto Itico, has 
keen named as commandant. His 
assistant is A. M. Beardsley, 
i There are three lieutenants, twelve 
roundsmen and 200 patrolmen or 
watchmen, as they are officially desig¬ 
nated. The men are divided into three 
shifts of eight hours each. The greater 
number of men are on duty from 8 
a. m. to 4 p. in., a lesser number from 
4 p. m. to midnight, and a still smaller 
number from midnight until 8 a. m. 
There is at least one man to every 
pier in the city where a vessel is tied 
containing dutiable goods. 

New Force Gets Busy. 

The new department was formally 
organized July 21. Colonel Lutz got 
his patrolmen busy at once. In eight 
instances they caught members of the 
crews of different steamers trying to 
take ashore packuges containing goods 
on which no duty had been paid. A 
valuable lace spread, a number of 
finely wrought fancy boxes, a valuable 
jewel case and boxes of cigars and 
bottles of bay rum were among the 
finds. In every case they were being 
brought ashore when it was supposed 
the customs officials had gone for the 
day. 

Never before in the history of the 
customs service has a watch been kept 
at night. The steamship companies 
have always had watchmen at piers. 
At least they were supposed to watch, 
but according to general report they 
were either asleep or oblivious to what 
any of the crew might bring ashore. 

There will be strict discipline main¬ 
tained of t lie new force in order to 
demonstrate that its organization and 
operation may prove its usefulness. 
The roundsmen will be held account¬ 
able for the detection of delinquent 
patrolmen at piers where one man is 
assigned on the midnight shifts. The 
lieutenants will make unexpected trips 
to see that their immediate subordi 
nates are really making the proper 
rounds. 

Forty-eight Piors Watched. 

The force until recently had under 
surveillance forty-eight piers. It is 
stated that tin* force w ill lie increased 
to 500 patrolmen just as soon as it 
can be doin'. 

The members of the newly organ¬ 
ized force are all clothed with the 
“S.-S.-S.” authority, as Colonel Lutz 
terms it. This means that they have 
the police and governmental right to 
“stop, search, seize." The watchmen 
are instructed to take no chances, but 
seize on suspicion if there is the slight¬ 
est thing to warrant such suspicion. 
It is expected that hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars will be added to the 
treasury by this increased vigilance 
before it will become generally under¬ 
stood that there is no use trying to 
leave a dock or pier with dutiable 
goods. When that particular time ar¬ 
rives Colonel Lutz says he will reduce 
the force somewhat, but never to the 
point where a pier is not covered by 
at least one man constantly. 

Colonel Lutz had several hundred 
police under him in Porto Itico for ten 
years. The body was organized after 
the fashion of the new federal force 
he commands. All below the rank of 
major in the Insular police force were 
natives. During the labor strike on 
the island three years ago Colonel 
Lutz gained a reputation for his ener¬ 
getic preservation of order.—New 
York World. •

TENNYSON CENTENARY. 


Notable Events In the Career of tha 
Great English Poet. 

Lord Alfred Tennyson. England’s 
famous poet laureate, who was born 
100 years ago, told his son Hallam that 
at eight he had written “Thomsonian 
blank verse in praise of flowers and 
at ten and eleven, under the spell of 
Pope’s ‘Homer,’ hundreds and hun¬ 
dreds of lines in the regular Pompeian 
meter’’ and a little later an epic of 
6,000 lines after the pattern of Scott. 

Tennyson’s Life. 

1809—(Aug. 6) Born, the fourth of twelve 
children, to the Rev. George Tennyson, 
rector, of Somersby, Lincolnshire. 

1816—To school at Louth (for four years— 
“How 1 hated It!”). 

1820— Studying with his father, "enjoying 
the run of a library more various and 
stimulating than the average country 
rectory could boast.” 

1828—(February) Matriculated at Trinity, 
Cambridge, where he made many fa¬ 
mous friends, showed much interest in 
questions of the day, though leaving 
a reputation as a poor scholar and 
without a degree (February, 1831). 

1830—In this and the two following years 
traveled considerably with Arthur 
Henry Hallam, who died suddenly at 
Vienna. Sept. 15, 1833. 

1833—For nine years "lay fallow,” writing 
little and publishing nothing, living at 
Somersby, in Epping forest, at Tun¬ 
bridge Wells and Maidstone. 

1842—“Arrived” with his third collection of 
poems; elected to the Anonymous 
club, welcomed at Bath House and one 
of the Holland House circle. 

1845—(September) Pensioned by Peel with 
£200 a year. 

1850—Succeeded Wordsworth as poet laure¬ 
ate, twenty-first in the line of Chaucer 
and Spenser, Jonson and Dryden. The 
post was first offered Samuel Rogers, 
but he declined on the score of his 
age, eighty-seven. 

1850—(June 13) Married at Shiplake church 
to Emily Sellwood after a courtship of 
nearly a score of years. • 

1855—(June) Honored with an Oxford £>. 
O. L. 

1860—From this year almost to the close 
of his life the poet spent from one to 
five of every twelve months in travel. 
1862—(April) His first interview with Queen 
Victoria. (Her journal carries this 
characteristic record: "After luncheon 
saw the great poet Tennyson in dear¬ 
est Albert’s room for nearly an hour, 
and most interesting it was. Asked 
him to sit down.”) 

1868— (April 23, Shakespeare's birthday) 
Laid the foundation stone for “Aid- 
worth,” near Haslemere, Surrey. 

1869— Made honorary fellow of Trinity col¬ 
lege, Cambridge. 

1884—(January) Made “Baron Tennyson” 
by Gladstone, having twice earlier (’73 
and ’74) refused the honor. 

1886—(April) Death of Lionel Tennyson. 
1889—In this year, after the news of 
Browning’s death, the laureate seemed 
to lose much of his keen interest in 
life and till his death lived more quiet¬ 
ly than ever, walking much, visiting a 
few friends, dabbling with water col¬ 
ors and reading Jane Austen. 

1892—(Oct. 6) Died. 

1892—(Oct. 12) Burled in the abbey beside 
Browning and before the tomb of 
Chaucer, with "Cymbellne” laid in his 
dead hands. Westminster’s nave was 
lined by men from the Balaklava 
Light brigade, and the pallbearers 
were the Duke of Argyll, Lords Duf- 
ferln, Selborne, Salisbury, Rosebery 
and Kelvin, Sir James Paget, Dr. But¬ 
ler of Trinity, Dr. Jowett, the histori¬ 
ans Froude and I,ecky and the United 
States minister, Robert T. Lincoln. 


FOUNDED ON MERCY. 


Boston Judge Says That Is the Basis 
of Divorce Law. 

“The divorce court is an institution 
of civilization,” according to Judge 
Rieliardsou of the superior court in 
Boston. He was hearing the petition 
of a wife who sought au injunction 
against her husband from interfering 
with her personal liberty pending di¬ 
vorce proceedings, in which cruelty 
was alleged. 

Judge Richardson said: “The laws of 
Massachusetts in respect to divorce 
are founded on mercy—in a large ma¬ 
jority of cases, as to practical results, 
mercy to woman. 

“Those persons who talk much 
against divorce and the divorce court 
mistake, among other errors, the cause 
for the consequence. Divorce is the 
consequence of habitual drunkeuness, 
cruelty, desertion and other crimes 
which are justifiable grounds for di- 
voVee and not the cause of them. 

“The divorce court is au institution 
of civilization. Barbarians are not 
troubled by the law’s delays or a 
process of a court. They dispose of 
an umlutiful spouse more summarily. 
It is only within the last half century— 
and under government purely secular— 
that married women have had ade¬ 
quate protection in respect to their 
property or persons.”

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Assaults Colma Editor 


The following interesting story was 
published in the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer on Thursday morning last* 
Readers of Tim Enterprise can 
draw their own conclusions:— 

Charges of bribery and counter¬ 
charges of blackmail followed a squab¬ 
ble at Caleb Coakley’s roadhouse on 
the Mission road last evening between 
William Clay Silver J r., editor of the 
“Colma Record,t’ and Dave Hender¬ 
son and other persons associated in the 
conduct of A Mon Chateau, the San 
Mateo gambling house. 

Silver said after the light that Eddie 
Hanlon, the former pugilist, had laid 
him out with a blow on the jaw be¬ 
cause he would not accept $500 offered 
him by Henderson to stop printing at¬ 
tacks on A Mon Chateau in the “ Col- 
nia Record”. 

Hanlon, on the other hand, said Sil¬ 
ver had tried to blackmail the mana¬ 
gers of A Mon Chateau after intimat¬ 
ing that he was not publishing anews- 
paper in Colma for his health. Han¬ 
lon admitted having given Silver a 
slight shove in the argument he had 
with him, but denied having knocked 
him out. 

“Hanlon came tome this afternoon 
and told me he had a 15 per cent inter¬ 
est in A Mon Chateau,” said Silver. 
“He said the attacks that were being 
printed against the place were stealing 
his bread and butter and invited me to 
meet some of his partners in A Mon 
Chateau. We went to Coakley’s, where 
we were joined by Henry Kushmeister 
and later by Henderson and several 
attaches of A Mon Chateau, who ar¬ 
rived in an automobile. 

“After talking a while, Henderson 
thrust $500 in an envelope at me, ask¬ 
ing me to take it and print no more 
attacks against A Mon Chateau. 1 rej 
fused to do so, saying that I could not 
be bribed. The conference then broke 
up, and as 1 was leaving Eddie Han¬ 
lon knocked me senseless with a blow 
on the jaw.” 

The following additional article was 
published in Friday’s Examiner on 
# tlie foregoing subject:— 

Coming as the aftermath to the al¬ 


leged attempt of the A Mon Chateau 
interests to bribe William Clay Silver, 
Jr., editor or the Colma Record, Con¬ 
stable Robert Carroll early this even¬ 
ing gained entrance to the A Mon 
Chateau by a ruse, and closed the no¬ 
torious gambling den, temporarily, at 
least. 

Carroll warned Dave Henderson, 
manager and part owner of the road¬ 
house, that the operation of all games 
of chance on the premises must cease, 
arrest being the penalty. 

Not a roulette wheel was turned last 
night, but how long the cover will 
remain down is unknown. Publicity 
has seriously affected the business of 
the gamblers. Carroll acted without 
waiting for orders from the sheriff’s 
office. 

Silver, who was knocked out on 
Wednesday night by Eddie Hanlon in 
an altercation regarding the Chateau, 
has announced that he will appear be- 
lore Judge Ambrose McSweeney of 
South San Francisco today and swear 
out a warrant charging the pugilist 
with battery.

All the members of the city Board of 
Trustees were present at its meeting 
last Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
Attorney Henry Ward Brown stating 
that he would prepare an ordinance 
providing for the taking over by the 
city of the local lire apparatus, as re¬ 
quested by the board some time ago. 

A communication was received from 
the Peninsula Promotion League ask¬ 
ing the board to adopt an ordinance 
providing against the scalping of rail¬ 
road tickets.
